Patent and Trademark Office no longer prepares new drawings. The corrected drawings 
are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The 
requirement for corrected drawings will not be held in abeyance. The replacement 
sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 

1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not 
accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of any required 
corrective action in the next Office action. 

4. The drawings are objected to for the following informalities: 

Those figures exemplary of the state of the "prior art" should be so labeled by the 
legend -Prior Art- because only that which is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). 
Since applicants' written specification lacks corresponding reference numerals in its 
discussion of the figures because the figures lack reference numerals, and applicants' 
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specification discusses some features as exemplary of the prior art, it is impossible to 
determine what applicants intend to be representative of the prior art. 

The drawings are objected to as not meeting the requirements under 37 CFR 
1 .83 (a) and 1 .84. The various depicted items (i.e. including any submitted flow chart 
and black box items) must be referenced by reference numerals and corresponding 
numerals must occur in the written description where the shown subject matter is 
described in the written specification. Currently most (if not all) figures lack (if indeed 
needed because of discussion of a figure's features) such reference numerals and their 
required mention in the written description. All material items depicted in the figures 
should be referenced in the written specification, and vice-versa, especially if they are 
intended to be inventive features over the prior art state. 

Applicant is reminded that each and every claim element must be found in the 
drawings as required by 37 CFR 1.83(a), 1.84(h) & 0), and MPEP 608.02(d), and also 
the drawings and specification must describe, show and correspond for all components 
shown or discussed as required by 37 CFR 1 .84(p). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims, including not only claimed structure but 
also all inventive method, algorithm and program related steps within some form of 
flowchart(s). Currently none of the claim steps are seen supported in the figures. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. Each drawing sheet 
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submitted after the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top margin as 
either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the 
changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of 
any required corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the drawings 
will not be held in abeyance. 

5. Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that 
the abstract not exceed 150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract 
on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology 
often used in patent claims, such as "means" and "said," should be avoided. The 
abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether 
there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information 
given in the title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The 
disclosure concerns," "The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure 
describes," etc. 

The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it is over 150 words in length. 

Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

Applicant is reminded of the proper content of an abstract of the disclosure. 

A patent abstract is a concise statement of the technical disclosure of the patent 
and should include that which is new in the art to which the invention pertains. If the 
patent is of a basic nature, the entire technical disclosure may be new in the art, and the 
abstract should be directed to the entire disclosure. If the patent is in the nature of an 
improvement in an old apparatus, process, product, or composition, the abstract should 
include the technical disclosure of the improvement. In certain patents, particularly 
those for compounds and compositions, wherein the process for making and/or the use 
thereof are not obvious, the abstract should set forth a process for making and/or use 
thereof. If the new technical disclosure involves modifications or alternatives, the 
abstract should mention by way of example the preferred modification or alternative. 
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The abstract should not refer to purported merits or speculative applications of 
the invention and should not compare the invention with the prior art. 

Where applicable, the abstract should include the following: . 

(1 ) if a machine or apparatus, its organization and operation; 

(2) if an article, its method of making; 

(3) if a chemical compound, its identity and use; 

(4) if a mixture, its ingredients; 

(5) if a process, the steps. 

Extensive mechanical and design details of apparatus should not be given. 

6. Claims 1 and 2 are objected to because of the following informalities: Both 
claims 1 and 2 appear to not be a single sentence since each contains at least two 
periods. A careful review of the claims should be made for grammatical and spelling 
errors and to determine if the claim language is actually what applicants intend with 
respect to the written specification and figures. Appropriate correction is required. 

7. The prior art cited is of background interest only, failing to teach the specific 
algorithmic data processing details of the claims and the motivation to incorporate such.
